REPORTER’S REFLECTIONS— 
Today, in a formal sense, the state 
operated business of conducting 
public education begins anew as 
students troop back to public 
school classrooms. 


Most Americans hardly think 
twice about public education, tak­ 
ing it for granted the school dis­ 
trict. a governmental entity, will 
provide for the education of their 
children. 


Most of iis know it all costs 


money when we pay our prop­ 
erty taxes, for locally slightly 
more than one-half of these 
taxes go to the school district. 


An estimated 42.5 million chil­ 
dren will enroll in kindergarten 
through 12th grades of the na­ 
tion's public schools this year and 
the cost to educate them is esti­ 
mated to be almost $20 billion. 
The 
federal government 
will 
furnish about four per cent of 
this total cost and state govern­ 
ments will average paying 40 per 
cent of this tab. 


In 
Illinois, 
the state pays 


about 30 per cent and federal 
contributions will be between 
two and three per cent of the 
total coat of public education ha 
the Land of Lincoln. 
These are listed for statistical 
Information only and not to sug­ 
gest contributions from non-local 
sources Is a gift—it is not. 


As a matter of fact, Illinois 
residents would pay less taxes 
for education, federal-state and 
local, if they were only paying for 
educational 
activities 
in 
this 


state. 


Since *omc states are poorer, 
economically, some federal tax 
collections from Illinois residents 
are allocated to help pay for 
schools elsewdiere. 


The figures on cost of educa­ 
tion and enrollments does not 
account for all elementary- and 
secondary 
education 
in 
the 


United States, since perhaps as 
many as 36 per cent of these 
students attend parochial or 
private schools. 


It is well to call attention to 
the fact that parents of a signifi­ 
cant segment of the school popu­ 
lation are willing to pay for the 
education of their children out of 
their pockets even after they 
have paid taxes to support public 
schools. 


More important is why they do 
this. 
In the ease of Catholic or par­ 
ochial schools operated by re­ 
ligious bodies, it is to provide a 
dimension of education which the 
public school does not admit and 
that is religious instruction. 
They maintain a child no^ds 
spiritual “ instruction.” as well as

House Studies

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
House makes another stab to­ 
day at completing action on an 
administration proposal to es­ 
tablish a Cabinet-level depart­ 
ment of transportation. 
But final approval may be put 
off until Tuesday by a flock of 
amendments. 
Strong bipartisan backing for 
what would be the 12th Cabinet 
department emerged in opening 
debate last 
week, 
apparently 
assuring passage of the bill. But 
the House may first vote to re­ 
move some of its m ajor seg­ 
ments. 
Chief target Is the Maritime 
Administration. 
A 
Republican- 
led move, strongly supported by 
the maritime unions, is expect­ 
ed to succeed in taking the 
agency out of the proposed de­ 
partment after efforts to com­ 
promise the matter apparently 
collapsed.

would leave the Maritime Ad­ 
ministration in the Commerce 
Department, pending action la­ 
ter on another bill to make it an 
mdppendpnt agency.

DETROIT, Mich.—(NEA)—For his 13 y ears in u n iform with the 
Detroit Lion s, Joe Schmidt can display two deeply scarred shou lders, 
a lot less hair than he u sed to hav e an d a lot of memories. 
Those are his person al momen tos. From the Lion s, he has n oth­ 
in g tan gible, n ot ev en the tribu te of a day hon orin g his lon g serv ice. 
In this society , where deification of the football hero takes on 
the frequ en cy of ari old pagan rite (ev en old Roosev elt Brown , an 
offen siv e tackle, got a “day ” at Yan kee Stadiu m last y ear), it’s 
ridicu lou s that the greatest middle lin ebacker in the history of foot­ 
ball has been allowed to pass ou t of the activ e ran ks with hardly a 
mu rmu r of acclamation . Joe Schmidt has retired. 
Only the professionals, and the man on the street in Detroit, 
really recognized the supremacy of Schmidt as a defensiv e play er. 
Telev ision shows were made around Sam Huff of the New York 
Giants, but when it came to all-pro time, Schmidt was the man. 
The play ers of the National Football League, who knew best, se­ 
lected him to the NEA All-Play ers, All-Pro team nine y ears consecu­ 
tiv ely , from 195 5 through 1963. He was the defensiv e leader of Lion 
teams that dominated the Western Conference of the NFL in three 
of his first fiv e seasons as a pro. 
Ev en last y ear, at the relativ ely adv an ced age of 33, lie made 
a produ ctiv e comeback from two shou lder operation s. Joe had 
threaten ed to retire before ihe '65 campaign bu t was persu aded to 
sign a two-v ear con tract. 
Why isn’t he fulfilling the full tenure of that pact? 
The official line is that the Lions didn’t ask J oe 
back, that his 
retirement was by mutual consent. And on the su rface it looks like 
that because the Lions hav e retained J oe as a part-time coach 
in 
charge of their linebacking corps, concentrating 
particu larly on the 
training of y oung Mike Lucci as his successor. 
But a little probing rev eals that the Lions, once a team of bra­ 
v ado, are in the dumps of despair. They ’re being generally consigned 


to last place in the West this y ear. The walkou ts of v eteran s, su ch 
as all-pro tackle Roger Brown , all-pro gu ard John Gordy , pu n ter- 
flan ker Pat Stu dstill an d defen siv e back Bru ce Maher, at v ariou s 
times du rin g the train in g camp, were a sy mptom of gen eral u iu est. 
(’each Harry Gilmer hasn’t shown y et that he has complete con­ 
trol of the club and wasn’t helped by his toddling of problem hoy 
J oe Don Looney a y ear ago. Choosing Milt Plum as his quarterback 
and shipping away Earl Morrali (to the New York Giants, who 
greeted him like manna) hasn't marie Harry look gottd, either. The 
offense mov es the halt with the elan of a guy cleaning up after a 
Saturday night party . 
In this climate, Schmidt preferred to qu it, ju st as Tarry Ban*, 
a tremen dou s flan ker (an d Joe’s bu sin ess partn er) did. 
The Lion s hav e been mu ddlin g throu gh a lackadaisical ex hibition 
schedu le, an d Joe has had to bleed with them. 
“ It’s tou gh to stan d on the sidelin es,” he admits, “ an d watch 
the action . It in v olv es gu y s y ou ’v e play ed with an d again st. It's 
qu ite a chan ge an d it’s kin d of hard to hold y ou r emotion s back. 
Occasion ally , I get carried away .” 
Bu t n ot en ou gh to pu l a u n iform back on an d make the pu blic 
address sy stem at Tiger Stadiu m echo to the repeated refrain of 
“Tackle by Schmidt.” 
“There are times,” he smiles, “when I feel like geltmg in there. 
\ ?ou start to itch at game tu n e. Then I thin k of train in g camp an d 
the hard work.” 
They won t hav e to hold a ben efit for Schmidt. Besides lu s 
coachin g assistan ce, he has an in su ran ce bu sin ess in Detroit an d is 
a man u factu rer’s represen tativ e. His smooth person ality makes him 
a n atu ral in those fields, too. 
But he was also one helluv a linebacker—for 13 dedicated 
dra­ 
matic y ears, in case the management of the 
Lions needs to be re­ 
minded.

Fairfield uses his M48 A3 P at­ 
ton tank s in support of the 3rd 
Brigade, 25th 
Division, which 
operates near Pleik u.

field observes. He and his men
